UNPOPULAR plans to build a 
huge reservoir in Broad Oak have 
been cast into doubt after being 
slammed as “wholly inappropriate” 
by a national conservation group. 

A public inquiry was held into drinking 
water provider South East Water’s water 
management plan earlier this month. 

The document sets out plans for providing 
adequate supply for the next 25 years and 
includes the reservoir near Canterbury. 

During the enquiry Natural England sub¬ 
mitted a report which said: “In South East 
Water’s own environmental assessment a 
reservoir at Broad Oak is ranked as having 
the most environmental risks of any option. 

“In the light of such extensive damage to a 
nature conservation site of national importance, 
the selection of Broad Oak as a preferred option 
for a future reservoir in this part of South East 
Water’s area is wholly inappropriate.” 

Natural England said a reservoir on the site 
would destroy 16 hectares of a site of special 
scientific interest and have a negative impact 
on the other 762.5 hectares. 

Natural England said: “As a whole, the Blean 
Forest complex represents one of the largest 
tracts of largely continuous ancient woodland 
remaining in England. 

“Almost the entire area of special scientific 
interest that would be destroyed by the Broad 
Oak reservoir preferred option is ancient wood¬ 
land; an irreplaceable habitat of great conser¬ 
vation and cultural heritage importance.” 

The group said the reservoir would be

How the canny 
customer can 
beat VAT rise 

CONCERNS about the VAT hike in announced in the 
coalition Goverment’s emergency Budget have been 
voiced by the MP for Canterbury and Whitstable. 


Veteran Tory Julian Brazier is 
worried about the impact the deci¬ 
sion could have on businesses and 
consumers in Canterbury. 

He said: “As a major retail centre, 
there will be obvious consequences 
for Canterbury - but not nearly as 
serious as failing to get borrowing 
under control. Look at Greece, 
where the level of annual borrowing 
is roughly the same proportion of 
the economy as it is here. 

“Nobody wants to see VAT go up - 
indeed nobody wants a tax rise of 
any kind. But given the parlous 
state of public sector finances, we 
had to take measures to get borrow¬ 
ing down. We are balancing it so 
almost four-fifths of the measures 
will come from cuts in public spend¬ 
ing and just one fifth from taxes. It’s 
regrettable, but necessary.” 

As well as increasing the cost of 
petrol, clothes, cars, white goods and 
services, the tax will add an annual 
average of £33 to each shopper’s 
basket when it comes in on January 
4,2010, but for those relying on con¬ 
venience foods the cost will be much 
higher. The good 
news is there are 
ways to beat the 
taxman. VAT law 
should split your 
supermarket 
goods into two cat¬ 
egories: essential 
foods, which you 
pay zero tax on, 
and luxury foods 
that will be subject 
to the 20 per cent 
levy. 

However, the dif¬ 
ficulty the tax man 
has in splitting 
these items means 
that very often you 
can purchase a 
similar product for 
20 per cent less. 

It’s just a question of knowing which 
products to buy. For example if you 
buy nuts and dried fruit from the 
baking aisle you will probably not 
pay VAT. But buy them from the 
snacks section and you’ll pay 20 per 
cent VAT on top of the retail price. 

Buy a hot lunch from the super¬ 
market and you’ll incur the tax levy; 
but have a cold sandwich and you’ll

get off tax free. Likewise, buy fresh¬ 
ly baked bread rather than take¬ 
away hot food and you’ll save 20 per 
cent. Jonny Steel, of website mysu- 
permarket.co.uk, agrees there are 
odd differences between the types of 
foods that qualify 
for VAT, making it 
hard to predict 
where the 

increase will hit 
shoppers most. 

He said: “A gin¬ 
gerbread man 
decorated with 
two chocolate 
eyes is exempt 
from VAT, but if it 
contains any 
more chocolate, 
standard-rate 
VAT is charged. 
Likewise, 
unshelled salted 
nuts are exempt, 
but shelled, salted 
nuts are not.” 
“Other foods 
that come under the zero-rated VAT 
banner, despite being convenience 
foods include Jaffa Cakes, milk¬ 
shakes, chocolate spread and tortilla 
or com chips.” 

With such anomalies it is possible 
for the savvy shopper to save a sub¬ 
stantial part of their weekly shop¬ 
ping bill at the same time.

particularly harmful for the endan¬ 
gered heath fritillary butterfly, 
dormice and bats. The idea has also 
been criticised by the Environment 
Agency which said a reservoir at 
Broad Oak was unnecessary. 

David Howarth, strategic environ¬ 
mental planning manager at the 
agency, said: “We are not convinced 
the need has been adequately estab¬ 
lished. We don’t think the demand 
forecast is robust enough. 

“But even if you accept the forecast, 
which says there is a gap between 
the forecast and supply, we felt there 
were faults in the options appraisals 
process.” 

The agency said the company 
should instead do more to plug leaks, 
find more water from aquifers and, if 
reservoirs were considered, to build 
bigger reservoirs elsewhere. 

A South East Water official said: 
“In previous water resource plans, 
and now our proposed final plan, we 
explained that after further efficien¬ 
cy and local small groundwater 
improvements, there will remain a 
shortfall in available water by 2026. 

“Broad Oak would help support our 
entire Kent supply area, and as far 
as East Sussex, because we will be 
able to transfer water through the 
new interconnecting pipelines. 

“For the past nine years the compa¬ 
ny has met its leakage target of 96 
megalitres per day set by Ofwat.”

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Recession-hit appeal 
now back on target

THE recession saw donations to the 
cathedral appeal drop by half, but 
now it’s back on track, raising £1 
million in just 10 weeks. 

The appeal collected £1.4 million last finan¬ 
cial year, compared with an average of £3 mil¬ 
lion for each previous year the campaign has 
been running. 

Matthew Butler, chief executive of the 
fundraising campaign, said: “A lot has been 
happening but not much money has been com¬ 
ing in. The last financial year was undoubtedly 
a tough one. 

“We are now certainly at about £10.5 million, 
and I know there is more coming that will take 
us over £10.7 million. It is very encouraging. 

“We held a garden party at Lambeth Palace a 
couple of weeks ago and that went extremely 
well. We had one person who couldn’t come but 
gave us £100,000, which was very nice.” 

The money has been going towards restoring 
the south side of the cathedral’s corona, which 
is now complete, and work has started on the 
corona’s north side. 

The cathedral’s library and archives have had 
their conservation work completed on time and 
within budget, and work on the dilapidated and 
leaky south west transept and the precincts’ 
17th Century gates will soon begin. 

The appeal, now called “The Gift”, also has a 
new board which will help take the fundraising 
campaign to wealthy investors globally. 

The board includes investment fund manag¬ 


er Richard Oldfield, James Leigh-Pemberton, 
the CEO of global bank Credit Suisse and the 
chief finance office of mining giant Rio Tinto. 

Mr Butler said: “This is a very powerful group 
of people. They can help take the appeal to all 
sorts of wealthy individuals and trusts and 
foundations who can support us. 

“We are delighted for all the support we are 
getting from people in Kent who continue to be 
very generous. 

“We have got some good events coming up 


through the course of this year and we are try¬ 
ing to have one or two more popular events in 
the cathedral.” 

This includes the irreverent folk band Jethro 
Tull playing their Christmas concert in the 
building on December 18. 

“Things are picking up, but whether we can 
keep up the rate of £1 million every 10 weeks 
we are not sure, but the new year has already 
had a very good start and if we can do more we 
will be delighted.”

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Food inspectors 
getting grip on 
hygiene backlog

NEW figures show Canterbury 
City Council’s food hygiene 
inspection backlog is getting 
smaller - but 200 businesses still 
missed their examinations. 

The council hired a new food inspector in 
August, 2009, when the number of cafes, 
restaurants and caterers missing out on 
routing hygiene inspections was at its 
height. 

But with fewer staff now carrying out 
inspections compared with last year, when 
40 per cent of inspections were being missed, 
and the number of food premises rising, it is 
unclear how long this positive trend will con¬ 
tinue. 

Escaped 

A Freedom of Information Act request 
showed that in the 2009/10 financial year, 
1,631 routine inspections were due, of which 
1,424 were carried out. This means 12.7 per 
cent of restaurants and businesses escaped 
inspection. 

But the problem was worse last year, when 
15.3 per cent of businesses did not receive 
their scheduled inspection. 

Since then, 115 new businesses needing 
inspection have opened. Although the trend 
is positive, in the 2009/10 financial year 
there were only 4.66 full-time equivalent 
food inspectors because of training time, sick¬ 
ness and redundancy, despite hiring an extra 
inspector. 

Before August, 2009, the council had five 
full-time inspectors and the extra person was 
supposed to bring the total up to six. 

At that time most councils in the area had 
6.6 full-time equivalent food inspectors, and

Canterbury has 40 per cent more food-orien¬ 
tated firms than the average Kent district. 

The city council has said that, because of 
the financial situation, no new staff will be 
hired but this will be kept under review. 

One of the restaurants which missed its 
inspection at the height of the problem in 
2008 was the Masala Bay takeaway in High 
Street, Heme Bay This was the first ever 
emergency closure of a takeaway because of 
cockroach infestation. 

After a member of the public complained, 
the shop was found to be full of the insects 
and had to be shut down. It is now under new 
ownership. 

Three other businesses have also had to be 
closed since then, but they had undergone 
their scheduled food inspections. 


Erin II brought safely to shore

The 44-year-old claimed £18,039.54p in 
income support, council tax rebate and hous¬ 
ing benefit over two years, even though bus 
driver Brian Baldwin was living with her. 

Giles, 44, of Oxford Street, Whitstable, 
admitted two counts of benefit fraud at 
Canterbury Magistrates’ Court. 

Robert de Banzie, prosecuting, said Giles 
signed declarations in 2007 that she was a 
single parent living with her two sons. 

She falsely claimed benefit for more than 
two years, yet Mr Baldwin was still living 
with her. When officers interviewed her, she 
claimed they had been apart since 2006. 

Giles told magistrates: “I know I’ve done 
wrong.” She was given a six-week sentence, 
suspended for two years, and ordered to do 
200 hours’ unpaid work. 


Year ban for drink-driver 

NIGEL Ford was seen swigging alcohol from 
a bottle in a car park in Wincheap before driv¬ 
ing off. His Mondeo was stopped by police and 
he admitted he had been drinking. 

Teresa Ruiz, prosecuting, told Canterbury 
magistrates: “He was going to pick his chil¬ 
dren up. Other arrangements were made to 
get them home and he was taken to the police 
station, where he failed a blood test.” 

Ford, 48, of Upper Harbledown, said he had 
given up drinking after turning to the bottle 
when his dad developed Alzheimer’s disease. 

He was banned from driving for a year, 
fined £250 and ordered to pay £85 costs plus 
£15 victim surcharge. 

Open invitation to thieves 

VEHICLES left unsecured in hot weather 
are an easy target for thieves, police have 
warned. 

Officers have been alarmed by the rise in 
thefts this summer. During June there were 
reports of 19 break-ins to cars and vans in 
Canterbury, Whitstable and Heme Bay. 

Sat-nav systems, clothing, cash, bank 
cards, a mobile phone and even a disability 
badge were all taken. 

Seven of the owners admitted their vehicle 
had been left unsecured though doors, win¬ 
dows and boots being unlocked.

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Metal worker thief 
sold scrap to cover 
spiralling debts 

SHEET metal worker Jason Peck- 
Walker stole scrap from his employers 
and sold it to raise cash, a court was told. 

Peck-Walker, 41, was seen coming out 
of Actionair’s Whitstable factory with 
another man and loading sheet metal 
into the boot of his Rover. 

Workers nearby called police because 
they thought the building was being bur¬ 
gled. Officers spoke to the pair and they 
said they had been working late. 

Police carried on searching for non¬ 
existent burglars and a dog handler 
spotted the loading operation. He gave 
other officers the car licence number. 

Both men were wearing gloves to 
ensure no fmgeprints were left. 

The Rover was stopped and stainless 
steel sheets were found in the boot, along 
with receipts from scrap dealers. 

'Red-handed' 

Peck-Walker, of Trevale Road, 
Rochester, had never been in trouble 
with the law before, said Keiran Brand, 
defending, who admitted his client had 
been caught “red-handed”. 

He had been selling scrap legitimately 
but succumbed to temptation. 

Mr Brand said: “He had spiralling 
debts that were out of control. Bailiffs 
were knocking at the door. As a result of 
this theft he lost his job. 

“He has never so much as set foot in a 
court before. He feels a great deal of 
shame appearing here.” 

Peck-Walker was given a three-year 
conditional discharge and ordered to pay 
£500 compensation and £85 costs. 

The other man is yet to appear.

I Tell us a little bit about your job? 

IVe been with Swale council as part of the 
environmental response team since June 
2006. My role as animal control officer 
includes the things normally associated with 
dog wardens, including collecting stray dogs 
and dealing with dog fouling problems. 

I’m also involved in patrolling, as well as 
enforcement for dog related problems includ¬ 
ing noise nuisance and dog on dog attacks, 
licensing for some animal establishments and 
pet shops, and many animal welfare issues.

i What's the best bit about your job? 

One of the joys of the role is that it’s very 
diverse. No two days are ever the same. 

And the most challenging? 




Most of the problems I deal with are 
caused by people, and not the dogs - dog 
fouling, dogs barking and dog behaviour. 

For example, we all know that most dogs 
are not very choosy where they do their 
business. Even my Jack Russell has been 
known to act disgracefully in public, but as 
responsible dog owners we always have bags 
available. 

I find it amazing that in 2010, we still have 
a problem with dog fouling. People know that 
not clearing up after their dog is offensive, a 


health hazard and irresponsible. But still we 
have dog walkers who either are so engrossed 
in chatting to their friends they don’t see 
what Fido is doing, simply don’t care, or 
sometimes even deliberately go out under 
cover of darkness so no one sees their dis¬ 
gusting behaviour. 

Dogs bark, it’s a fact of life, but happy, content¬ 
ed dogs don’t bark for hours on end, and certain¬ 
ly should not be allowed to cause annoyance to 
neighbours. If you own a dog, everything about 
the animal, its noise, behaviour and its social 
interaction, is your responsibility, period. 

In my view, if you are unable to train your 
dog correctly, to stop it from being a nuisance 
to neighbours, and to comply with all legisla¬ 
tion regarding your pet, then don’t get a dog. 

Q Dog fouling is clearly a big issue. What is the council 
doing about it? 

A lt’s important to realise we are talking 
about a small minority of people - the 
majority are brilliant. This year we are 
increasing the amount of patrolling of known 
hotspots. Our team includes street wardens 
and environmental officers, who are working 
closely with Kent Police. 

We have a zero-tolerance policy, so if anyone 
is witnessed not clearing up after their dog we 
will take the appropriate action. We are also 
running proactive campaigns throughout the 
year to promote responsible dog ownership. 

If every dog owner did just their own little 
bit, most of these problems wouldn’t exist. 


A You also deal with animal welfare, that must be difficult 
Hat times? 

A One of the most difficult aspects is when we 
come across serious animal welfare issues. 
As with all jobs, you have to remain detached 
and professional, but it can be difficult. 

Q How did you come to do the job and did you need 
special training? 

A I was in the right place at the right time. I 
was looking for a change of direction and, 
the role appealed to me as a great challenge. 
Four years later I’m still here and still loving it. 

Most of the job is based on common sense, 
although we do have formal training in dog 
handling, animal welfare, legislation, proce¬ 
dures, and health & safety.

You seem to really enjoy your job? 


A lt really is the best job in the world. I’m 
part of a busy team who really do work as 
a team. We all have the concept of a ‘cleaner 
greener Swale’ running through us like a stick 
of Leysdown Rock.

What do you do in your spare time? 


A My spare time is controlled by the latest 
list of jobs my wife has for me, but my 
number one hobby is photography and I enjoy 
simply spending time with my family. I also 
love boot fairs.

food on 

STUDENTS at Hadlow College 
are looking to the future with their 
entry for the RHS Hampton Court 
Palace Flower Show. 

Designed and constructed by former and 
current students, Food 4 Thought is an inno¬ 
vative courtyard garden that takes food direct 
to the table. Visitors to the show, from Tuesday, 
July 6, to Sunday July 11, will get a glimpse of 
how the Garden of England might evolve. 

The garden was designed by Hadlow College 
graduate Mandy Buckland, who now runs the 
award-winning garden and landscape design 
company, Greencube. 

“The brief was to include apples, but we took 
it a step further and looked to climate change,” 
she said. “What will we be growing in years to 
come? Will it be lemons? Farmers are adapting 
for change already.” 

Along with traditional Kentish crops such as 
apples and strawberries, the contemporary 
garden includes produce more commonly asso¬ 
ciated with the Mediterranean climate, such 
as lemons and peaches.

“There is water running down the walls and 
it symbolises the capture of water,” said Ms 
Buckland. “It highlights the fact that water is 
a commodity and it should be captured.” 

Lecturer and garden manager Brian Hawtin 
is also a Hadlow graduate and he explained 
more about the garden’s vision. 

He said: “The garden shows what we have 
grown in the past in Kent, what we grow now 
and what we might grow in the future.” 

One striking feature is a cantilevered table 
protruding from the wall, with ribbons of 
strawberries flowing down into the table itself. 

'We are talking about field to fork meals,” 
Mr Hawtin said. “You could be sitting eating 
your meal and when it comes to dessert time, 
there are the strawberries. This is all Kent 
produce so it can be grown in your garden.” 

All the plants have been grown at the college 
and the initial construction has been carried 
out by Mr Hawtin, along with seven students 
in year two of the Garden Design course - Neil

Brookson, James Craig, Adele Ford, Alick Nee, 
Susan Palmer, Susan Willmott and Claudia 
Vergari. 

To create the garden’s flooring, the students 
cut quartz paddlestones which fit into move- 
able trays, creating a portable structure 
which can be fitted together at Hampton 
Court Palace. The garden also features inno¬ 
vative ‘food walls’ planted with chillies, pep¬ 
pers and herbs, to make efficient use of a small 
space. 

Speaking in May, when the build was in full 
swing, Mr Hawtin said: “What we are doing is 
assembling all the bits and pieces and adding 
things, to get as much built here as possible 
before going to Hampton Court Palace. 

“We want the garden to be in a perfect state 
when the judges look at it. We need to get it all 
planted and plants can turn to the sun. That’s 
the sort of detail the judges are looking for.” 

Exhibitors are given two weeks to put the 
garden together at the show site, so the team 



should be putting the finishing touches to 
Food 4 Thought this weekend. 

But once the show is over, Food 4 Thought 
will not be thrown on the compost heap. The 
garden will return to the college as something 
for students to work on. 

“Next year’s project will be to redesign this 
garden,” Mr Hawtin said.

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Academies revolution on cards 
as 60 schools register interest 


MASSIVE upheaval in Kent’s edu¬ 
cation system is on the cards after 
nearly 40 per cent of secondary 
schools expressed an interest in 
becoming academies. 

Of the 157 secondaries in the county - 
including those run by the county council as 
well as Medway, Bromley and Bexley - more 
than 60 are considering breaking away from 
local authority control so they can manage 
their own budgets, curriculum and staffing 
levels. 

Registered 

Primary schools are also being invited to 
become academies, and 53 of the 681 in Kent 
- or about eight per cent - have registered 
their interest with the Department for 
Education (DfE). The coalition Government 
had given headteachers until June 30 to put 
their names down, despite widespread con¬ 
cern the academies programme will leave 
those schools remaining under the remit of 
councils with less funding and a reduced abil¬ 
ity to attract the best teachers. 

Kent’s could see the first of the new breed of 
academies as early as September. Gravesham- 
based independent education adviser Peter 
Read is one of many who oppose the scheme. 
He said: “Most schools are looking at the short¬ 
term gain and the money for themselves with-

out regard to the overall effect on schools in 
the county. The money has to come from some¬ 
where and it can only come from other educa¬ 
tional establishments who will be all the poor¬ 
er for it. The best schools will also be able to 
offer higher salaries and will take the best 
teachers away from the schools that need 
them most. 

“To do this without consultation and without 
the full facts is a disgrace, and I think the 
whole concept is divisive. And what happens if 
there’s a Labour government next time? The 
rules will change again and the whole thing 
will end in tears.” 

Lord Hill, parliamentary undersecretary of 
state for schools, said: “Every school express¬ 
ing an interest will have a named contact in 
the Department, who can answer their ques¬ 
tions and guide them through the process. At 
the same time, we expect schools to keep their 
governors, staff and parents updated on 
progress. 

“This is a genuinely permissive policy, there 
is no pressure for any school to convert by 
September, and they can do so at any time, 
when they feel they are ready. We want schools 
to decide what's best for them, not politicians 
or bureaucrats." 

The DfE has published a list of 1,567 schools 
nationwide that have registered an interest in 


becoming academies. The list includes 52 Kent 
schools rated as ‘outstanding 5 by Ofsted - the 
most in the country - as well as 66 that are 
not. Hartsdown Technology College in 
Margate is one of the “not outstanding” schools 
featured, but principal Andrew Somers said 
expressing an interest was not a declaration of 
intent. 

‘We’re just looking at what’s on offer really,” 
he said. “There’s not enough detail yet for us to 
decide whether we’re going to do it or not. 

“The number of schools in Kent that end up 
as academies could end up significantly less 
than the number that has registered an inter¬ 
est because we don’t know whether it will be 
worth it or not in the long term. 

Challenge 

“One of the downsides of becoming an acad¬ 
emy is that you end up on your own and have 
to access all the support and pay for it your¬ 
self. But we’re a National Challenge school 
and need all the help we can get. 

“We’ve built up a really good relationship 
with Kent County Council and would have to 
think very carefully before jumping ship.” 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter has urged 
headteachers to exercise “extreme caution” 
before agreeing to become academies because 
not enough information on the scheme had 
been released. 

His sentiments were echoed by the National 
Grammar Schools Association, which warned 


that under current proposals governors would 
not need to hold a parental ballot before turn¬ 
ing their schools into comprehensives in the 
future. 

Kent is already home to some 15 academies, 
all of which were developed to transform the 
fortunes of one or more schools that had been 
suffering from “extremely challenging circum¬ 
stances”. 

However, the new academies will be differ¬ 
ent because even the best-performing schools 
in the county have been invited to sign up. 

And while the existing academies are fund¬ 
ed by a mix of public and corporate sponsor¬ 
ship, it is not yet clear where the money for the 
new breed will come from. 

Paul Mortimer, principal of the Isle of 
Sheppey Academy which opened last 
September, warned that such a transforma¬ 
tion will not be to every headteacher’s tastes. 

He said: “Academies are supposed to be inno¬ 
vative, so you can’t apply to be one and then 
expect to be told what to do. 

“Being the principal of an academy gives you 
a lot of freedom to make decisions in a differ¬ 
ent manner, but you have to be a strong 
enough person to live with them and to lead 
such an establishment. 

“I’m sure a lot of the heads will be strong 
enough, but it won’t be for everyone.”

ASPIRING forensic scientists put 
their skills to the test in a special 
science competition put on by St 
Anselm’s Catholic School last week. 

The secondary school in Old Dover Road 
welcomed Year 5 and 6 pupils identified as 
‘gifted and talented’ from a host of local pri¬ 
mary schools in the district to unravel the 
mystery behind a ‘murder’ using forensic sci¬ 
ence tests. 

It meant getting hands on with some of the 
methods deployed by crime-solvers to see how 
science can make a real difference and help 
catch criminals, as well as providing the 
youngsters with a fun experience to help 
them engage with the subject. 

Teams from local schools Bridge and 
Patrixboume, St Augustine’s RC, St Marys’ 
RC, St Simon’s RC, St Theresa’s RC, St 
Thomas’ RC and Wincheap all competed to 
solve the crime. 

After reading about the murder in a spe¬ 
cially prepared newspaper article, students 
examined the crime scene and decided on 
the scientific tests they needed to solve the 
mystery. 

In the morning session, students made 
indicators to test the pH of soil found at the 
scene, used flame tests to identify poisoned 
sugar, examined fibres with microscopes and 
took fingerprints in order to link suspects to 
the victim. 

In the afternoon session the students 
worked in the school’s Discovery Centre to 
make a presentation detailing the results of 


their enquiries and identifying the culprit 
and any accomplices. Students then present¬ 
ed their findings to an audience of teachers 
and parents. 

The winning team were from St Simon’s 
RC School in Ashford and were awarded a 
shield for their efforts. All participants were 
presented with special certificates.

Gypsy leader's 
fury over call 
for dampdown 


A GYPSY leader has reacted 
angrily to town hall leaders’ calls 
for a government clampdown on 
unlawful developments. 

Last week a letter signed by all 13 of Kent’s 
district and borough heads, including Kent 
County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter, was 
sent to the Government, calling for tougher 
penalties for people who build without plan¬ 
ning permission. 

The document makes a particular point 
about caravans and mobile homes, stating 
that current policy “weighs against what is 
acceptable and explainable” to the public. 

However, Joe Jones - director of the 
Canterbury Gypsy Support Group and vice 
chairman of the international Gypsy Council 
- says local authorities are to blame for not 
providing adequate land to settle on. 

Framework 

“At the end of the day we need provision,” 
he said. “And if we’re not going to get it from 
them then we’re going to get it ourselves. 

“All we want is somewhere we can call 
home. Okay, we can’t stop everywhere, but 
asking for more laws is ridiculous. 

“There’s no point dogmatising and vilifying 
us for their failures. It’s getting to the point 
where it’s time for us to protest against the 
councils because we can’t keep taking this on 
the chin. 

“We’re sick of being pushed from pillar to 
post. We’re not animals, we’re human beings.” 

Later this year the Government will pub¬ 
lish its first national planning framework, 
which KCC leaders hope will tackle the issue 
of developments being built without plan-

ning permission. They are calling for the 
Con-Lib coalition to introduce a new offence 
that would result in deliberate offenders 
being forced to take down unlawful build¬ 
ings, or fined according to the seriousness of 
the case. 

Tonbridge and Mailing leader Cllr Mark 
Worrall said: “Unlawful development can 
scar the countryside and is the bane of many 
villagers’ lives. 

“This simple piece of legislation would send 
a clear message that there is ‘zero tolerance’ 
for buildings put up without permission, 
and would give councils clearer and less 
encumbered powers to enforce the wishes of 
local people. 

“Such a move would be particularly helpful 
in dealing with unauthorised caravans and 
mobile homes.” 

The letter signed by the council leaders 
was addressed to Tunbridge Wells MP Greg 
Clark, who is also the new minister for plan¬ 
ning policy at Communities and Local 
Government. 

Mr Clark said: “The public want to see fair 
play - everyone being treated equally and 
even-handedly in the planning process. 

“The new Government will tackle the real 
concerns about the current rules and guid¬ 
ance for planning decisions in relation to 
travellers’ sites. 

“We are working on proposals to strength¬ 
en the powers councils have to enforce 
against breaches of planning control and to 
tackle the abuse of retrospective planning 
permission.”

children and young people”. 

She has starred in the 
Doctor Who spin-off series 
The Sarah Jane 
Adventures, works with 
Action for Children and 
Bamardo's and is a cultur¬ 
al ambassador for the 2012 
Summer Olympic Games. 



Pylon plans 'will scar landscape' 


WINDFARMS and new sources of electricity 
in remote areas are generally viewed as good 
news for the environment, but they need 
cables to connect them to the National Grid. 

And this week conservationists have greeted 
with dismay the news that a new chain of elec¬ 
tricity pylons look set to blight Kent. 

The National Grid wants to increase the 
network across the UK because there is a 
shortage of options to deliver power, but pres¬ 
sure group Protect Kent said there is an 
urgent need to move to electric cars, and to 
develop regional ‘smart’ electricity grids that 
can cope with renewable energy generation. 

It said that from Romney Marsh to the 
North Downs near Gravesend, ranks of pylons 
are an industrial scar on Kent’s landscape. 

Protect Kent chairman, Richard Knox- 
Johnston said: “Given the choice most people 
would prefer underground cables.” 


National Grid says pylons cost £1.6m a mile, 
whereas underground cabling costs £20m, and 
that needs to be added to customers’ bills. 

However, Protect Kent said schemes for 
underground lines in Europe have shown that 
not only is the investment less, but that some 
of this outlay can be recouped as underground 
cables are more reliable. 

The RSPB in Kent is also concerned. It said: 
“The most likely conservation issue for birds is 
impact if they are placed in a busy route for 
them. The construction of pylons would be 
subject to the usual planning process and any 
nature conservation impacts would be consid¬ 
ered as part of that.” 

National Grid said this is the biggest expan¬ 
sion of electrical infrastructure in half a centu¬ 
ry and is needed to meet a surge in demand 
and to link up with wind farms and nuclear 
stations.

THIS weather we are having is intolera¬ 
ble. It’s too hot, too humid and too dis¬ 
tracting; constantly filling my mind with 
thoughts of shorts, sandals, seaside, beer, 
beer gardens and barbeques and other 
non-work, outdoor daydreams. 

All of which makes my arduous daily task of 
making phone calls, sifting through emails, writing 
news stories and managing reporters somewhat of an 
arduous task. 

The powers-that-be have made efforts to make my 
working life a little more bearable during this mini 
heatwave of ours. 

I’ve kindly been provided with a small desktop fan, 
which is trained on my brow from mid morning to 
early evening, and our office’s patio doors are 
inevitably opened at some point throughout the day 
to further aid the flow of fresh air into the newsroom.

Trying to stop great 
rail fare robbery 

Kent Green Party notes that the 
Secretary of State for Transport, 
Philip Hammond, is proposing to 
remove the current system which 
links rail fares to inflation.

Originally written for the Christmas Vespers

Years 
later, Bach removed the festive interpolations 
and transposed the piece into D, to make it 
suitable for performance all year round. 

A grand masterpiece, Magnificat requires 
five soloists and a five-part choir. At the time 
of its writing, the orchestra - three trumpets, 
two flutes, two oboes, strings and continuo - 
was an unusually large one. 

When Mozart died in December 1791, only 
the opening movement had been completely 
finished. Shortly after receiving the commis¬ 
sion from Franz von Walsegg, who wanted to 
commemorate his late wife, Mozart fell ill and 
began to talk about his own death, even sug¬ 
gesting that he had been poisoned and was 
composing the Requiem for himself. 

After his death, his widow Constanze was 
keen to collect the full payment on the work, so 
another composer, Franz Xaver Sussmayr was 
brought in to complete it. Despite this contro¬ 
versy, the Requiem is still one of Mozart’s best¬ 
loved works. 

The concert starts at 7.30pm and tickets cost 
£15/£12 or £5 for the transept, where there is 
a limited view.

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Frank Capra meets Walt Disney 
to inspire Shrek's final chapter

THE fourth and final instalment of 
the computer-animated series puts 
a fairy-tale spin on It’s A 
Wonderful Life, but Shrek Forever 
After lacks the heartfelt emotion of 
Frank Capra’s 1946 classic. 

The adventures of the jolly green ogre have 
been on a steady decline since the wildly imag¬ 
inative 2001 original film, so it is to director 
Mike Mitchell’s credit that this picture is 
arguably the best of the sequels. 

Still, his film relies heavily on the love we 
have invested in the characters and their 
fates, and revisits many familiar faces from 
earlier chapters, including Pinocchio, 

Gingerbread Man and the Three Little Pigs. 

Moreover, Mitchell steals shamelessly from 
Disney’s Beauty And The Beast for his finale. 

If you are going to borrow, it may as well be 
from the best. 

Shrek (voiced by Mike Myers) is suffering 
mid-life angst with mewling kids and his 
beautiful and pungent wife, Fiona (Cameron 
Diaz). Villagers are no longer scared of him 
and the ogre begins to wonder if life holds any 
more surprises. 

“Shrek, you have three beautiful children, a 
wife who loves you, friends who adore you. 

Why is it that you’re the only person who can’t 
see that?” implores Fiona sadly. 

In his hour of desperation, Shrek meets the 
conniving Rumpelstiltskin (Walt Dohm), who 
offers a tantalising deal: he will gift Shrek one 
whole day as a scary ogre, just like before, if 
the father agrees to sign away one day of his 
childhood. 

Shrek agrees to the Faustian pact, blind to 
Rumpelstiltskin’s devious plan: to erase the 
day that Shrek was bom and thereby alter the 
future. 

Suddenly, Shrek finds himself in an alter¬ 
nate universe where Fiona is the leader of an 
underground movement of ogres, good friend 
Donkey (Eddie Murphy) no longer recognises

him and legendary assassin Puss In Boots 
(Antonio Banderas) has piled on the pounds to 
become a lazy house cat. 

Indeed, he no longer answers to his heroic 
monicker. “That is a name I have outgrown,” 
he purrs. 

“That’s not the only thing you’ve outgrown,” 
quips Shrek, staring at the feline’s bulging 
belly. 

In order to win back Fiona’s love, Shrek 
must join forces with Donkey and Puss to 
break the pact before the sands in 
Rumpelstiltskin’s oversized hourglass mn out. 

Shrek Forever After brings the long-running 
saga to a lively close, reminding each of the 
characters about the love and friendship 


which bind them together. 

Dohm’s pint-sized, snivelling villain is a 
colourful addition to the cast and he brings 
some much-needed vim to proceedings. 

Murphy is subdued - not that he has a 
great deal of screen time for his usual scene¬ 
stealing antics. 

The 3D version exploits the eye-popping for¬ 
mat during the chase sequences, but Mitchell’s 
film loses nothing in 2D and children won’t 
have the added distraction of the oversized 
plastic spectacles.

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Auris drives straight 
into first'green'award 

TOYOTA’S new petrol-electric Auris 
Hybrid has just launched and scooped 
its first award - WhatGreenCar Car of 
the Year 2010. 

The low emission/road tax exempt 
British-built Auris Hybrid - capable of 
averaging more than 70mpg - beat 10 
other green car finalists and www.what- 
greencar.com editor Dr Ben Lane, said the 
judging panel not only liked the car’s supe¬ 
rior drive and state-of-the-art driver con¬ 
trol, but its ‘normal’ looks, in contrast to 
Toyota’s bigger and more futuristic Prius. 



Suzuki's Grand Vitara

SUZUKI has cleaned-up its three and 
five-door Grand Vitara 4x4. 

It retains its genuine off-road ability 
with high and low gear ratios but, no 
doubt mindful of the threat from more 
cleanly styled crossovers like the Nissan 
Qashqai, the Japanese marque has 
toned down the Vitara’s ‘funky chunky’ 
lines, notably by removal of the tailgate 
mounted spare wheel, which gives way 
to a tyre repair sealant and pump. 

Suzuki is also retaining a zero per cent 
finance deal until the end of September. 



Renault is putting the 
Wind up crop top rivals 

LOOKING like a Lotus Elise, but very 
much cheaper, Renault has revitalised 
the junior convertible sector of the market 
with the newly-arrived Wind Roadster. 

It features an electrically-operated 
hardtop, which opens in just 12 seconds 
and does not affect boot space, unlike 
obvious rivals like the Peugeot 207CC 
and Vauxhall Tigra. The new coupe-road¬ 
ster is built on the same platform as the 
Clio II Renaultsport hot hatch and well 
suited to two lively petrol engines - a 
lOObhp 1.2 and 133bhp 1.6 VVT Wind.

'Whispering diesel' proof 
not all 4x4s are the same 


HONDA’S latest CR-V stands 
apart from its bluff pseudo off- 
roader predecessors. 

It’s also far cleaner and more economical 
than 4x4 monsters that gave that sector a bad 
name. No wonder the Japanese marque 
launched this CR-V using the line ‘not all 4x4s 
are the same’. 

However, it is no longer the best-looking 
alternative and far from the cheapest, even 
though UK production at Swindon ought to 
make it less prone to the weakness of the 
pound, which is inflating new car prices here. 

On the other hand, it is a marvellous pack¬ 
age benefiting from a revamp bringing minimal 
cosmetic changes, but delivering an extra 
lObhp and improved emissions quality from 
Honda’s excellent 2.2-litre diesel - the so-called 
‘whispering diesel’ - and CR-V best-seller by far. 

It whispers even more now; only flooring 
the throttle will make the unit clatter, but it 
mostly delivers power freely and quietly. 

For many would-be buyers though it is a 
new smooth-changing five-speed auto diesel 
option - at last - that will be most welcome. 

Unfortunately, at £1,370, it is not cheap and 
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lacks the manual selection option expected on 
new generation auto ‘boxes. 

This is a shame because the CR-V chassis is 
well-tuned to press on driving; some may find 
the ride quality firm, but it gives this relative¬ 
ly big and high-riding car great tenacity and 
very little body roll on the bends. 

Interior fittings are upmarket and comfort 
levels excellent too, with good lateral support 
on the front seats, plus adjustable armrests 
and there is plenty of stowage, including a 
separate dashboard compartment with USB 
link for your iPod/iPhone or MP3 player. 

Rear passengers are well catered for, with 
lots of legroom and a completely flat floor. 

The 60/40 split/folding rear seats can also be 
adjusted fore and aft and raked back for 
greater comfort on long journeys and adjust¬ 
ment of child seats. 

However, ultimate boot space is hampered 
by the rear being pinched for height and width 
and roof lining encroachment at the sides. 

Our EX flagship test car also costs more 
than £29,000 with that pricey auto ‘box, but it 
did groan beneath the weight of add-ons, so 
just look beyond the CR-V pricing - not all 
4x4s are the same.

'Tax changes could 
assist first-timers' 

THE Government should make the cre¬ 
ation of more affordable housing for 
first-time buyers and low-income fami¬ 
lies a top priority, according to a group 
that has analysed market trends. 

It is the view of lobby group 
PricedOut.org.co.uk, which claims that 
millions of people on social-housing 
waiting-lists and first-time buyers look¬ 
ing to get on the property ladder are 
desperate for help. 

Following radical changes to the plan¬ 
ning system and public-sector funding 
cuts, the number of social homes built 
this year could slump by 65 per cent, 
according to research by the National 
Housing Federation. 

But PricedOut.org.uk spokeswoman 
Katy John believes there are other ways 
that money could be saved without 
reducing the number of homes that are 
built for those who need them. 

She said: “One way in which the 
Government could raise more funds for 
house-building is to remove the tax 
breaks currently enjoyed by buy-to-let 
investors. 

“The estimated £1 billion saved every 
year by doing so could be used to build 
more affordable homes.” 

The plans also have the backing of 
groups who are working with people on 
low incomes looking to get on the 
housing ladder. 

Google putting your 
dream home on map 

USERS of UK Google Maps can now 
search for listings from estate agents 
and property websites directly from the 
maps. 

Available properties are indicated by a 
small circle that provides a link to a par¬ 
ticular agent’s website.

Life can be tough in the 
overcrowded South East 

Federation demands 
more social housing

SOUTH-EAST England has been 
named as one of the worst-affected 
areas of the UK when it comes to 
overcrowding. 

A lack of new homes being built is the main 
reason behind the problem, claim National 
Housing Federation insiders who have been 
collating figures. 

An estimated 80,000 households in the 
region are overcrowded, with that figure set to 
rise to 90,000 by 2013. 

The National Housing Federation, which 
represents England’s housing associations, is 
predicting a 20 per cent rise across the country 
in the number of families living in overcrowd¬ 
ed housing by 2013. 

The federation is warning that millions of 
people are now at risk of being trapped in sub¬ 
standard housing for a generation. 

The slump in house-building is being blamed 
for fuelling the situation, with the figure of 
123,000 new homes built in England and 
Wales in 2009-10 the lowest in 87 years. 

Waiting 

Additional research has shown that insuffi¬ 
cient homes have been built in the South East 
since 2002, with the region missing its target 
for new homes by 15 per cent during 2008/9, 
the latest year for which the figures are avail¬ 
able. 

With more than 203,000 South East house¬ 
holds on housing waiting-lists, the mortgage 
drought has exacerbated the problem. 

Many young families are being forced to stay NEGATIVE IMPACT: Overcrowding means families are often housed in expensive and unsuitable accommodation 

at home with their parents while they save for 
a deposit, or are simply abandoning hope of 
being able to afford their own place in the cur¬ 
rent economic climate. 

Warren Finney, South East regional manag¬ 
er for the federation, warned that living in 
overcrowded conditions could have a major 
impact on families. 

He said: “Overcrowding is closely linked to 
poor health, low educational attainment and 
family breakdowns. It can also contribute to 
increased levels of homelessness and put enor¬ 
mous pressure on public services, as families 
are housed in expensive and often unsuitable 
temporary accommodation.” 

In the forthcoming spending review, the 
National Housing Federation is calling on the 
Government to ensure that 50,000 social rent¬ 
ed and affordable homes can be delivered 
every year in England.

Time to buy, if you have a deposit 


NOW is the time to buy a house for those who 
want to get into the property market, but a 
sizeable deposit is still recommended. 

A study by MyMortgageDirect claims rates 
on mortgages are now beginning to look 
favourable when compared with the escalat¬ 
ion of UK rental values. 

Mortgage-lender Santander claimed earlier 
that first-time buyers were now better off buy¬ 
ing than renting as in almost every part of the 
country monthly payments for mortgage- 
holders were now lower than for renters. 

While MyMortgageDirect director Stuart 


Inman agrees with the figures, he says there 
is still one large caveat to the Santander 
claims: a large deposit. 

He said: “It is easy to say a mortgage is 
cheaper than renting, but obviously you’ve 
got a huge deposit which people need to find. 

“It is not quite as straightforward compar¬ 
ing the two when you take into account the 
other costs.” 

Mr Inman went on to say that those with 
less than 15 per cent of the purchase price for 
a deposit would see that mortgage rates are 
still not particularly attractive.

KENT’S bold initiative to stage a

RETURN: Darren Stevens (pictured playing for England 
Lions) is back for Kent's t20 match at the Brit Oval (above) 
season and look at how Kent can improve. 

“It’s unrealistic for us to qualify,” he said. 
“Mathematically it is not impossible and we 
will be trying to win every single game, but 
in some ways we will be saying ‘let’s forget 
about qualification and let’s just focus on 
playing good, attacking, positive cricket 
rather than on the end result’. 

“We haven’t dominated games enough and 
put the opposition under pressure, we’ve 
sometimes played a bit safe and that’s some¬ 
thing we have got to be better at doing.” 

The Spitfires will have Darren Stevens 
back in their side after a successful spell 
with the England Lions, although James 
Tredwell will be unavailable as the off-spin¬ 
ner has been called up to the England squad 
for the One-Day International series with 
Bangladesh, which starts tomorrow.
